FLED IN SNOW AMID SHELLS 


Principal Officer of the City Describee 
How First Few Nights of Bombard 
v nent Wore Spent In Cellars—Old Men 
and Women Found Hiding Under 
Their Homes. Unwilling to Leav e. 


Jean Grllllo n, subprefect o f Verdun, 
baa to ld th is sto ry o f th e battle th at 
raged aro und tliat French city : 
“In mid-February th e general co m 
manding th e army In th e regio n o f 
Verdtin summo ned me to h ia h eadquar­ 
ters and said: 
“ ‘An immense attack is go ing to be 
made in th is regio n. 
Ev acuate all th e 
v illages no rth o f Verdun; we must pre­ 
pare th e battlefield.’ 
“Preparing 
th e 
battlefield 
means 
empty ing v illages and giv ing th e po pu­ 
latio ns new sh elter and preparing quar 
ters fo r th e tro o ps. 
Farm and h o me­ 
steads were v acated and cattle taken 
away . 
Fo o d sto cks were rem itted to 
th e military co mmissariat. 
“Th en came th e o rder to ev acuate 
Verdun. 
' “ ‘Verdun is go ing to be a nest o f 
bo mbs,* th e go v erno r to ld me. 
1 ek>s 
ed th e sch o o ls and bad all th e &ick re­ 
mo v ed to impro v ised h o spitals sev eral 
miles in th e rear. 
Nev erth eless, mo st 
o f th e citizens refused to quit th e to wn. 
Arguments being useless, I h ad to fo r 
eibly ex pel th em. Only th o se wh o h av e 
liv ed th ere can realise th e sturdy Lo r- 
raincrs* attach m ent fo r th eir h o mes 
Th e Firet Big Sh ell. 
' “Only 
1,000 inh abitants remained 
wh en th e first fifteen inch sh ell ex plo d­ 
ed in th e city . 1 immediately sent o ut 
a bugler to so und th e alarm, and ev ery 
o ne went to th e cellars. Th e best were 
th o se o f th e subprefecture, wh ere fo r 
mo nth s past I h ad fo rtified sh elters 
and sto red lamps, medical dressings 
and fo o dstuffs. Here 400 perso ns to o k 
refuge. 
“Th e first gust o f sh eTls lasted eigh t 
h o urs. 
During a lull I v isited o th er 
cellars and disco v ered th at th ere h ad 
been v uiy o ne death , th at o f a wo man 
wh o h ad imprudently rush ed to th e 
first flo o ro f h er h o me to sav e so me 
papers and h a.I leen killed near a win­ 
do w*. 
“I o rdered th e ev acuatio n to co n 
tinue. 
We were unable to use o ur 
railro ad depo t, wh ich was under fire. 
Th e peo ple walked west o r ro de in 
v eh icles o f all kinds. 
“Nex t day th e sh elling co ntinued in­ 
term ittently , sev eral buildings co llaps­ 
ing. 
Happily , no perso n was wo und­ 
ed, th e cellars o f th o se remaining in 
Verdun being unaffected.

est difficulty was to feed th e peo ple, 
but we managed to do it. 
All Citizens Sent Away . 
“Two nigh ts later mo re th an 100 fif­ 
teen inch sh ells fell in th e city .

—Germany’s infant death rate has j| 
not increased, as was supposed in 
Germany’s neighbor countries.

the contrary, it has fallen off m a­ 
terially.

Germany’s 
general 
health is better. 
S. S. McClure, the 
American newspaper and magazine 
man, has 
been 
investigating 
the 
matter and these are 
liis conclu­ 
sions : 
| 
Every belligerent country wants 
all the babies it can get, to mak e up 
for losses in battle. 
There was talk 
in Germany reeenly of offering a 
premium for babies. 
This has been 
accomplished, he ex plains, by doub­ 
ling the mothers’ “maternity wages” 
and by discovery that by the addi­ 
tion of vegetables, apple sauce and 
oatmeal to the babies’ diet and the 
reduction of their allowance of milk , 
at the age of five months, tlie in­ 
fants’ health benefits so greatly that 
far fewer of them die than hereto­ 
fore. 
The American’s inquiry 
lias 
covered both Germany and Belgium. 
“ It 
is 
astonishing,” 
he 
says, 
“ what has been done toward saving 
the babies’ lives. 
There seems to 
have been no difficulty 
in 
getting 
them born. 
The problem has been 
how to k eep them alive afterward. 
“ Formerly many people were too 
poor to buy milk . 
Now, 
both 
in 
Germany and Belgium, it is obliga­ 
tory to mak e an allowance of 
one 
litre daily to each mother. 
“ Soldiers’ wives each receive a 
20-cent daily cash allowance. Eight 
week s before the birth of a child 
this allolwance is increased 50 per 
eertt. and after the child has been 
born there is an additional 50 per 
cent, increase if the infant is nurs­ 
ed. 
“Berlin’s normal milk 
supply is 
1,000,000 litres daily. 
Today two- 
thirds as much as this is available. 
In Berlin alone 
there 
are 
10,000 
cow’s. Their milk goes to the babies. 
“The doctors tak e such ex cellent 
care of mothers 
that 
the 
infant 
death rate has slumped from 19 to 
100— the pre-w ar rate— to 11 per 
100, at present.

Should a certain piece of legisla-, 


tion now pending in Congress and 
receiving ardent 
backing from the 


post-master-general, be enacted into 
law, G. P. Hunt would become post- 
master for Rush county, instead of 
being postmaster for Rushville alone 
and all postofflces in the county out- 
side of Rushville would become sub- 
stations and operate under the dir- 
ection of the Rushville office. 
The 


same 
sort 
of situation would be 


created in every 
other 
county 


throughout the country. 


That such legislation is even con- 


templated will be news to most per- 
sons, as it has attracted virtually no 
attenion. Under its sweeping provi- 
sions, 
50,000 
postmasterships 


throughout the country would be ab- 
olished. The offices themselves would 
not be wiped out, but 
after the 


postmasterships have been abolished 
the offices woiild be open to the ap- 
pointment of superintendnts. Post- 
master General 
Burleson is openly 


and earnestly backing the legislation 
and doing all he can to procure its 
passage. 


The legislation proposes a reor- 


ganization of the postal savings sys- 
tem. The House committee on post- 
office and post roads refused to rec- 
ommend it and the bill as it passed 
the House did not contain the pro- 
vision. It was incorporated in the 
Senate bill, however, and is now one 
of the amendments in dispute be- 
tween the House and Senate confer- 
ees. The provision, which would go 
far toward uprooting the establish- 
ed postal service, reads as follows: 


"Hereafter the postmaster-gener- 


al may establish under such rules 
and regulations as he may prescribe 
one or more branch offices, noii-ac- 
counting, 
for the transactions of 


any postoffice business which may be 
required for the convenience of the 
public." In a statement before the 
House committee explaining the op- 
eration of the proposed legislation 
first assistant postmaster-general, 
Daniel C. Roper, said: 


"By making the county the unit 


and 
subsidary to the main office 


situated 
at the county seat, the 


number of accounting offices would 
be reduced from 56,000 to 3,000. The 
lounty postmaster would be assist- 
;d by a clerk in charge, under his 
immediate supervision, at each sub- 
sidary office." 


Mr.. Roper clearly stated in hear- 


ings before the committee that the 
legislation would abolish the present 
postmasters. Representative Madden 
of Illinois, was one of the members 
who asked questions and one of his 
questions was: 


"This would put the postmaster- 


general in a position to appoint one 
postmaster in each county, would il 
not, and would put all other postof- 
fices in the county as non-account- 
ing offices, 
subject to his jurisdic- 


tion?" 


Mr. Roper said that was so. 
It is said that more 
than fifty 


members of the House have been in 
conference with ^the postmaster gen- 
eral during- the past week in regard 
to this item. The conferences hav 
been 
at the request 
of the post- 


master-general, who is insistent on 
the approval of the item.

VERDUN PEOPLE 
WOOLDNOTLEAVE 


Officers Had to Drive Noncom- 


batants Out of the Town, 


FLED IN SNOW AMID SHELLS 


Principal Officer of the City Describe* 


How First Few Nights of Bombard- 
ment Were Spent In Cellara—Old Men 
and Women Found Hiding Under 
Their Homes, Unwilling to Leave. 


Jean Grilllon, subprefect of Vertun, 


has told this story of the battle that 
raged around that French city: 


"In mid-February the general com- 


manding the army in the region of 
Verdun summoned me to his headquar- 
ters and said: 


" 'An immense attack is going to be 


made in this region. Evacuate all the 
villages north of Verdun; we must pre- 
pare the battlefield.' 


"Preparing the battlefield means 


emptying villages and giving the popu- 
lations new shelter and preparing quar- 
ters for the troops. Farm and home- 
steads were vacated and cattle taken 
away. Food stocks were remitted to 
the military commissariat 


"Then came the order to evacuate 


Verdun. 
' '"Verdun is going to be a nest of 
bombs,' the governor told me. I clos- 
ed the schools and had all the sick re- 
moved to improvised hospitals several 
miles in the rear. Nevertheless, most 
of the citizens refused to quit the town. 
Arguments being useless, I had to for- 
cibly expel them. Only those who have 
lived there can realize the sturdy Lor- 
rainers' attachment for their homes. 


The First Big Shell. 


" "Only 1,000 inhabitants remained 
when the first fifteen inch shell explod- 
ed in the city. I immediately sent out 
a. bugler to sound the alarm, and every 
one went to the cellars. The best were 
those of the subprefecture, where for 
months past I had fortified shelters 
and stored lamps, medical dressings 
and foodstuffs. Here 400 persons took 
refuge. 
. 


"The first gust of shells lasted eight 


hours. During a Ml I visited other 
cellars and discovered that there had 
been unly one death, that of a woman 
who had imprudently rushed to the 
first Hoot-fif ner home to save some 
pfipm jflpSjj&ff beea-killed near a win- 
dow. 


"I ordered the ^evacuation to con- 


tinue. 
We were unable to use our 


railroad depot, which was under fire. 
The people walked west or rode in 
vehicles of all kinds. 


"Next day the shelling continued in- 


termittently, several buildings co.llaps- 
ing. Happily, no person was wound- 
ed, the cellars of those remaining in 
Verdun being unaffected. Our great- 
tct difficulty was to feed the people, 
U.ut we managed to do it 


AH Citizens Sent Away. 


"Two nights later more than 100 fif- 


teen incla shells fell in the city. At mid- 
night I received a telephone message, 
'Hush out all the remaining civilians 
immediately aud take all the munici- 
pal papers.' 


"The police hurried about in the shell 


damaged' streets, turning out the re- 
fractory people and shepherding them 
in places of safety beyond the town. 
Then a shell cut our telephone wires. 
The Germans next fired 'star shells,' 
which'threw a brilliant light over the 
smoking ruins as we mobilized the 
civilians. 


"What we found beneath some of 


these shattered houses was amazing. 
Sick aud infirm old people and chil- 
dren wept bitterly as we hoisted them 
from the cellars Into automobiles which 
rushed them to an outlying station. 
There, in default of proper train ac- 
commodations, we packed them in cat- 
tle cars and on oj>en trucks. 


"It was bitterly cold, and snow fell 


heavily. Several children died from ex- 
posure during the journey to Bar-le- 
Dnc. A number of persons had wheeled 
their children lo the station in peram- 
bulators, but These took up too much 
space, so wo had to leave them behind. 


"Soon after the soldiers of a regiment 


marching by on their way to the firing 
line were 'amazed' to see scores of these 
empty perambulators 
being blown 


about by the gusty winds." 


2,000 SHIPS IDLE OR SUNK. 


Total Tonnage of Those Lost or In- 


terned Nearly 4,000,000. 


The European war has taken from 


the seas more than 2,000 merchant ves- 
sels of nearly 4,000,000 tonnage, ac- 
cording to figures published by the de- 
partment of commerce. Germany, with 
COO vessels sunk, captured or detained, 
heads the list of losers. 


Two hundred and twenty-five of the 


COO British vessels lost were sunk by 
submarines. Great Britain's allies lost 
167 ships. Austria lost SO and Turkey 
. 124. The total of neutral losses is put 


rt: 736. but most of these were released 
jfifter being reported captured.

SCHOOL CHILDREN TO AID 


IN WAR ON ALL MOSQUITOES 


Million Insects In Jars Will Be Used 


to Educate Kiddies. 


An army of more than a million mos- 


quitoes will be raised by the New York 
health department as soon as possible 
and distributed, safely packed In glass 
jars, among the public schools of the 
city. 


The plan Is an important part of a 


campaign of education and extermina- 
tion jnst beginning—education for the 
children, extermination for the mos- 
quitoes. 


The interstate mosquito commission 


held a busy meeting at the health de- 
partment rooms. Representatives were 
there from New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut, with special 
delegates 


from Westehester and Long Island. 
Health Commissioner Emerson of New 
York announced the local campaign 
against mosquitoes will be carried on 
more vigorously than ever this year. 
All owners of buildings in which wa- 
ter is allowed to lodge in gutters, 
drams or elsewhere will be prosecuted 
criminally. 
It is clearly established 


mosquitoes breed in such patches of 
water. 


"Every pupil in the public schools 


will be asked to study the structure, 
needs and habits of mosquitoes." said 
Dr. Baldwin, "so as to be able to rec- 
ognize the dangerous kind at a glance 
and join in the war of extermination. _._ 


"If the public school children do all 


they can to help exterminate mosqui- 
toes they will help to ward off a great 
deal of sickness and suffering. There 
are not so many malarial'mosquitoes 
in New York, and a vigorous campaign 
will prevent the breeding of the pests 
in this city." 


SAVED BY HIS PARACHUTE. 


French Observer Dropped When Cap- 


tive Balloon Was Cut Adrift. 


The parachute, with which all ob- 


servers in French captive balloons have 
now been provided, had a practical test 
recently near Clermont, in the Argonne 
region. German shells had cut the 
ropes holding one of the largest of 
these balloons, or "sausages." as they 
are called by the soldiers, on account 
of then- shape. 


It immediately rose to a height of 


11,000 feet and drifted toward the Ger- 
man lines. The watchers below saw 
the observer get out of the basket and 
launch himself Into space. After a 
sharp drop the parachute opened, and 
the observer reached the ground in 
safety, about 300 yards within the 
French line. The first sharp drop of 
about 150 feet, he said, was distinctly 
disagreeable, but after the parachute 
spread the descent was- pleasant and 
was so gentle that during the twenty 
minutes which it lasted he had leisure 
to continue to take observations of the 
movements in progress beyond the Ger- 
man lines.

called to the presidency of Blooni- 
iugdale Academy, where he served 
for sixteen years. 
His reputation 


was such that in ISO'G the trustees 
of Eiirlham College (the outgrowth 
of the Friends'lraarding school) elec- 
ted him as their first president. The 
same 
year 
Governor 
Morton 


named 'him.as one of the trustees 
for the new state normal school. In 
1868 Professor Hobbs was elected 
superintendent of public instruction. 
He made an appeal for the educa- 
tion of the negroes. 
Owing to the 


bitter factionalism in state politics 
during this period many of his con- 
structive measures failed of adop- 
tion. 
When the national committee 


was organized in 1869 to inaugurate 
a .scheme toward federal aid to edu- 
cation, Barna'bus C. Ilo'bbs was se- 
lected 
as 
chairman. 
The latter 


years of his life were devoted large- 
ly to furthering the cause of inter- 
national arbitration and toward the 
education of the Indians. He died 
in Bloomingdale, June 22, 1893.

'San Antonio, April 6.—For 
the 


last three years San Antonio has 
'been the unofficial capital of Mexi- 
co. There the rival juntas of the 
'Carranza and Villa 
forces 
have 


plotted and intrigued. From Anto- 
nio most of financial aid so desper- 
ately needed by both sides at vari- 
ous times in the ups and downs of 
their fortunes has been negotiated 
and from here munitions have been 
bought and supplies forwarded. 


Today there are over fifteen hun- 


dred prominent and formerly weal- 
thy Mexicans living in San Antonio. 
Every one of them is vitally inter- 
ested in the success of either Car- 
ranza or Villa. Many of them are 
men who in the last few years have 
held the highest official positions in 
one or the other of the shifting gov- 
ernments that have held temporary 
sway over the southern republic or 
parts of it. 


Four cabinet minister?; of the old 


JIuerta regime;, the most prominent 
being Manuel Gurza 
Aldape, 
ex- 


minister of agriculture and Richard 
'Gomez Robelo, attorney general for 
Hucrta and the man who guided the 
old Indian warrior in the tortuous 
legal phases of his 
conflict 
with 


President Wilson. 


Closely associated . with them is 


'Salome Botella, ex-governor of the 
state of Nuevo Leon under Huerta. 
This group is now reputed to be in- 
terested in Villa's campaign. 


The Mexican Catholic church is 


represented by four archbishops and 
about thirty bishops who have been 
driven out of Mexico by^he various 
warring; factions. 
With them are a 


large number of priests who

were compelled to flee from

country.

Graham Newali Fitch 1810-1892. 


Dr. Graham N. Pitch, one of the 


greatest surgeons of his time, was 
born in Genesee County, N. Y., 1810. 
He began the study of medicine with 
his father, but removed to Logans- 
port, opened an office of his own and 
was early recognized as the most 
skillful practitioner in Northern In- 
diana. 
His " wide 
acquaintance 


caused his friends to force him into 
politics, and he was in the legisla- 
ture from 1836 to 1839. 
During the 


latter session, he was chairman of 
the committee on education. 
In 


1844 he became professor in Rush 
Medical College, Chicago, where he 
served for three years. 
Returning 


in political life he was 
elected to 


congress and in 1856 
entered the 


United States senate 
and 
served 


until 1861. 
At the outbreak of the 


war he raised a regiment (46th In- 
diana volunteers) and, served with 
credit in the campaign of the Mis- 
sissippi valley. After the war he 
returned to his practice in Logans- 
port and died there in 1892.
